Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-5,7-15,17,18,20,21,27,29-40,42,43,45,46,52,55,58 and 59 are allowable over 
the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per the independent claims, the recited Umitations pertaining to using a first speech 
recognition technique to define preliminary matching speech expressions, and using a second 
pass speech recognition techniques not identical to the first speech recognition technique to 
perform the recognition, is not explicitly taught by the prior art of record. Hedin et al (6185535) 
teaches switching to a more powerful ASR (col 5 lines 1-5, when the first pass does not perform, 
col. 5 lines 17-22; col. 9 lines 50-63) when the first ASR fails, however, Hedin does not teach 
selecting fi*om a plurality of speech recognition techniques according to an identifying 
characteristic.
